There were reports last week of 
sev eral mad dogs in the v icinity of 
William Stanley ’s fairm, which is lo­ 
cated abou t midway between Car­ 
thage and Arlington. 
Satu rday fou r 
of the su pposed mad dogs were killed 
and three others thou ght to be su ffer­ 
ing with the same malady 
escaped. 
They were first reported to hav e been 
seen in that neighborhood Thu rsday 
ev ening. At that time they bit mu ch 
stock, bu t no persons were attacked. 
No report has been made to Dr. 
Frank II. Green, cou nty health com­ 
missioner. If they are mad dogs, he 
does not believ e they were bitten by 
the mad dog which was killed near 
Arlington abou t a month ago. 
Hy ­ 
drophobia 
wou ld 
hav e dev eloped 
mu ch sooner than that, according to 
the health officer. 
The health commissioner adv ises 
iliat dogs who show 
sy mptoms of 
rabies be tied u p for sev eral day s 
and tin !! it can bo'Hetermined ex actly 
whether- or not they hav e the disease. 
If they are killed immediately , when 
they act strangely , it will be the nat­ 
u ral su pposition they were mad. And 
if they shou ld bite any person, that 
person will conclu de he 
will hav e 
hv drnplu bin. Dread of the disease is 
known t«> hav e cau sed su ch cases. 


W. P. Rogers, dean of the Cincin­ 
nati law school, in a clear and con­ 
cise manner, traced the history of the 
peace mov ement in the world to the 
present day at the Men’s Big Meeting 
y esterday and closed with an ex pres­ 
sion of the hope that congress wou ld 
concu r in the action of President Taft 
who entered into an agreement with 
France and England, in behalf of the 
United States, that all qu estions of 
dispu te between any 
of the three 
cou ntries shou ld be su bmitted to ar­ 
bitration 
before 
an 
international 
cou rt. 
The law school dean compared the 
nations of the world to the indiv idu al. 
He traced the history of civ ilization, 
detailing the manner in which cu stoms 
had changed for the better with the 
adv ance of civ ilization, illu strated by 
the fact that indiv idu als are com­ 
pelled now to settle dispu tes in cou rt 
rather than bv mortal combat. 
At the opening of his address on 
"1 niv ersal Peace,*’ Dean Rogers paid 
Ru shv ille a compliment in remarking 
that lie had heard of the fame of 
Men’s Big Meetings here, and being 
aware of some of the great men who 
had appeared before him, he said he 
felt some temerity in facing su ch an 
au dience with a message su ch as his. 
Bu t his message was well receiv ed, it 
being far different from those brou ght 
here in the past. 
To illu strate the 
cu stoms of the 
nineteenth 
centu ry 
when 
dispu tes 
were settled by mortal combat Mr. 
Rogers recited an incident which oc­ 
cu rred in Warwickshire, England. It 
was briefly as follows: 
In May of 
18 17 Mary Ashford, a cou ntry lass of 
that place, went to a dance, met a 
y ou ng man named Abram Thornton, 


a n d each w a s infatu ated with the oth­ 
er. 
Thornton was su pposed to hav e 
taken her home that night bu t she 
Con tin u e* on p age *.

The Anderscnv ille Herald is dif­ 
ferent from most weekly newspapers 
in that it ex ists and is teeming with 
neighborhood news when it has su ch 
a small town to draw on. Anderson­ 
v ille is composed of a few families 
y et the Herald has thriv ed in past 
y ears and has been the sou rce of in- 


formation for the commu nity to which 
it is of mu ch interest. Andersonv ille 
is situ ated near the connecting line of 
fou r cou nties, Franklin, Fay ette, De­ 
catu r and Ru sh and has readers in all 
of these. 
The Andersonv ille Herald is made 
ev en more distinctiv e by its editor, 
the Rev . F. Wilson Kaler, who is a 
minister by choice and a newspaper 
editor—perhaps for pecu niary rea­ 
sons. He has been termed the preach- 
er-editor, and might be called more 
becau se lie has tried his hand at writ­ 
ing v erse and short stories.

fu rnish 200 acres of tomatoes at $9 
p er ton to the Van Camp Comp any at 
Indianap olis. The farmers receive 
their money from Indianap olis 
and 
the p robabilities are they will sp end 
the greater p art of it there. If Cliar- 
littesville can fu rnish 200 acres of 
tomatoes to foe ship p ed away, withou t 
benefit to her townsp eop le, can’t Car­ 
thage fu rnish 200 or more acres when 
the p rice here is higher and the p ro­ 
du ct handled by a home indu stry em­ 
p loying a hu ndred 
hands?

p rogress in the investigation, excep t 
that it learned better how to detect 
the disease. 
The insp ection was u n­ 
der the direction of B. W. Dou glass, 
former state entomologist. 
Tn Mr. 
Dou glass’s rep ort, soon to be ready 
for circu lation, lie says there is no 
k nown means of combating the dis­ 
ease, excep t to bu rn infected trees. 
“While the disease is k nown to be 
infectiou s, it lu is never been demon - 
strailed, that it was cau sed by any 
sp ecific organisms, the reoort says.

I wo nder ho w many careful ho use­ 
mo thers kno w stuffed ro ast beef? To 
make It get two flank steaks o f gener­ 
ou s size, sew them to gether with clean 
strong cotton 
and 
stu ff 
bag thu s 
formed in any way you lik e. 
Tie u p 
the steak s. Bu tter them well over the 
ou tside. 
Slip into a well bu ttered 
p ap er bag p lenty large enou gh to hold 
them, add a tablesp oonfu l of water, 
cook in a hot oven three minu tes, then 
tu rn off the heat more than half and 
cook for forty minu tes more. 
Very 
heavy steak s may tak e longer, and 
light ones a shorter 
time. 
Sliced 
onions laid arou nd the steak will flavor 
the m eat and the gravy. 
This dish 
can be left standing in the bag qu ite 
a while after cook ing. 
Heating it u p 
mak es it as good as ever. 
Tak e fou r p ou nds of rou nd beef—the 
best cu t. Ru b over liberally with bu t­ 
ter or clarified drip p ings, bu t do not 
salt, and p u t into a bag, which 
has 
been thick ly bu ttered, along with half 
a can of tomatoes or three large fresh 
ones, p eeled and chop p ed, one m inted 
onion, one small red p ep p er, three 
cloves and six grains of alsp ice. Score 
the beef lightly on top so as to p ress 
the sp ices into it. 
Cover it with the 
tomatoes, onion, etc., and lay on them 
a lu mp of bu tter or drip p ing rolled in 
salted Hou r. 
Add a tablesp oonfu l of 
vinegar and w ater mixed. 
Seal bag 
tight, and cook very slowly for three 
hou rs. 
A gas jet tu rned half down 
gives abou t the right heat. Tak e from 
the bag, p ou r ou t the gravy—in r 
sau cep an if you want 
it 
thick ened 
with browned flou r; otherwise, in the 
boat. 
The m eat will be very tender 
and deliciou s. 
York shire p u dding does not abso­ 
lu tely demand cook ing u nderneath a 
roast. 
To go with this rou nd roast, 
you can mak e it thu s. 
Beat two eggs 
sep arately very light, 
then 
add 
to 
them alternately a cu p of sweet milk 
and two cu p s of flou r, sifted with half 
a teasp oonfu l salt, and a teasp oonfu l 
bak ing p owder. 
Mix smoothly, p ou r 
into a very well greased bag, seal, al­ 
lowing room for rising, lay flat on a 
wire mat and cook for twenty-five 
m inu tes in a fairly hot oven. 
Meat roll is a good end fcr cold lean 
roast beef. Mince or grind it tine, sea­ 
son with salt, p ep p er, tiny bits of bu t­ 
ter, a little lemon ju ice and a p inch of 
p owdered herbs. 
Roll ou t p u ff p aste 
to less than a qu arter inch thick ness. 
Mak e it in long strip s. 
Sp read the 
m eat thinly u p on them, roll u p , p inch 
the ends together tight, p u t in a bu t­ 
tered bag with a little stock or w ater 
or left over gravy, also a small lu mp 
of bu tter, seal and cook till the p astry 
is brown—the time dep ending some­ 
what on the size and nu mber of the 
rolls.

Or­ 
chards that are well cu ltivated and 
where the trees are k ep t in strong, 
vigorou s conditions are mu ch 
les< 
liable to be attack ed by p each yellows 
than are those which are neglected, 
not cu ltivated and allowed to over­ 
bear withou t fertilization of the soil. 
“ Lik e all other diseases, p each yel­ 
lows is more liable to attack a weak ­ 
ened tree than it is one which is in a 
condition of p erfect health. 
This is 
simp ly another one of the inu merable 
reasons for giving the orchard thor­ 
ou gh cu ltivation from the time it is 
p lanted. 
“The disease is rarely ever p resent 
on nu rsery stock in a condition that 
can be accu rately diagnosed, so the 
ordinary nu rsery insp ection will not 
p revent the dissemination of the dis­ 
eased trees. In general, we have 
been mak ing an effort to p revent the 
sale of p each trees grown in districts 
that are k nown to be infested with 
p each yellow. Du ring the p ast years, 
several thou sand acres have been in­ 
sp ected in Indiana and a large nu m­ 
ber of trees have been condemned and 
cu t and bu rned by the owners. In one 
section in Morgan cou nty this insp ec­ 
tion work has resu lted in a nenewed

Lou is M. Mu rphy , u ntil recently a 
soldier in the United States army , liv ­ 
ing near here, has done what no white 
man ev er did before him— not ev en 
the armed 
soldier 
of 
the United 
States—and liv e to tell the story . lie 
liv ed among the head hu nters, and 
what he did, strang ely enou g h, any 
man mig ht do if he pu rsu ed the same 
tactics and deported himself in the 
same manner. Mu rphy has been with 
the army in the 
Philippine islands 
two y ears. 
Hav ing serv ed his time, 
he separated himself from the sol­ 
diers and penetrated into the sequ es­ 
tered reg ions of the islands where liv ­ 
ed the hated head hu nters, the sav ag e 
Ibu laos, a tribe shu nned by civ ilized 
men as one wou ld sham a deadly pes­ 
tilence. 
He liv ed among them with­ 
ou t the least dang er of his life. 
“I nev er 
was threatened,” 
said 
Mu rphy . “It was an easy thing to do 
and any body can do it if they know 
how.” Mu rphy said that the Tbu laos 
g ot a bad name from persons who at­ 
tempted to g o among them in civ ilized 
g arb or the trapping s of a soldier, 
and with the insolence of some of the 


soldiers. These men g o with the idea 
that the Ibu laos are to be su bdu ed. 
This is how Mu rphy did it: 
He 
went alone in the clothes of a com­ 
mon citizen and he made no attempt 
to civ ilize the sav ag e du ring the first 
few hou rs he was among them. 
He 
knew a few words of their lang u ag e, 
or dialect, and he u sed them cau ­ 
tiou sly and with tact. He also donned 
the Ibu lao habit of dress which was 
sev erely simple, ate what they ate 
and looked on in silence as they per­ 
formed their cu riou s relig iou s rites 
of worshipping the su n ev ery morn- 
ing . 
____ 
“1 liv ed better among them than 
when I was in civ ilization,” he said 
in commenting on 
his 
ex periences 
with the sav ag e tribe. 
“My life was 
nev er threatened and the » only time I 
thou g ht they mig ht hav e been plan­ 
ning to kill me was when they asked 
me to fire my rev olv er. I thou g ht 
they wanted to catch me 
with 
an 
empty g u n and did not fire.” 
Mu rphy was in the island fiv e y ears 
and ten months and he say s he was 
v accinated 120 
times. 
Du ring 
the 
time he was there he took 8 00 pie- 
tu res of people and scenes in the for­ 
bidden portions of 
the Philippines. 
These neg ativ es are new being pre­ 
serv ed by Mr. Mu rphy . 
Since he retu rned to the v icinity of 
St. Pau l lie lias been doing a g eneral 
contracting bu siness.

SOCIALISTS STIR UP 


ROW IN REICHSTAG 


Unp reced ented Situation In Ger­ 


man Politics. 


Berlin, Feb. 19 .—The election of 
Philip Schiedemann. a Socialist, as 
first vice president of the reiehstag. 
has already caused 
trouble. 
The 
k aiser, on the advice of Chancellor Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg. has refused to re­ 
ceive Johannes Kaempf, the Radical 
deputy from the em peror’s own dis 
trict. who was elected president of the 
reiehstag when Dr. Spahn declined to 
serve with a Socialist, and Heinrich 
Dove, the Radical second vice presi 
dent, because Scheidemann declined to 
join them in the customary application 
for an audience with the emperor. This 
application, as is usual, was made af 
ter the officers of the reiehstag had 
been elected. The Socialist party does 
not recognize court functions, and for 
this reason H err Scheidemann refused 
to append his name to the official ap 
plication. 
The situation is unprecedented and 
no solution of the difficulty can be fore 
seen at present. 
The Socialists inter 
pret the action of the emperor as an 
attempt to prevent the ratification of 
the election of Herr Scheidemann, a 
formality which is necessary a month 
after he has been chosen by the reich 
stag, and to compel the election o 
some member other than a Socialis 
in his place. It would. however, be un 
precedented to have the stro ngest par­ 
ty in 
the 
reiehstag 
unrepresented 
among the presiding officers.

the penalty of the law for the offense 
be committed. Dean Rogers said the 
wager of battle statute was so absurd 
and so abhorring that it disappeared 
as a matter of course as civilization 
progressed.

“There bas never been a time in the 
history of the world when there was 
not an appeal to battle in some sec­ 
tion. There are four wars being con­ 
ducted now. But we are coming to a 
time when human life will be regarded 
as it should be, as the greatest and 
most sacred thing in the world. When 
nations are at war, human life is the 
cheapest thing on earth.” 
To illustrate the point Mr. Rogers 
recalled th at in 1864 Gen. Mosby’s 
regiment captured 26 of Gen. Custer's 
men. 
Previous to that Custer had 
captured a number of Mosby's men 
and had put six of 
them to death. 
For til is reason Mo shy ordered that 
six of the 26 of 
Custer's mea be 
hanged, and they were. 
He pointed 
out that the six men had done noth­ 
ing for which they should suffer, but 
they must die because no thought of 
human life was taken in time of war. 
Ile declared it is more obnoxious in 
this age of civilization to resort to 
war than it was for neighbors to set­ 
tle quarrels by combat. 
Dean Rogers said it had been esti­ 
mated as accurately as possible that 
fifteen billion men had been killed in 
war in the history of the world, which 
is more people than have lived in all 
the world for six hundred years. 
In 
the last century, lie asserted, fourteen 
million had been killed as a result of 
war. 
If it were reduced to dollars 
and coots, lie said. and each one of 
that number given an average man’s 
salary, they would earn enough to 
purchase all the property in the Un it- 
ed States, England. Eranee. Germany 
and Russia. 
Tie said one million were killed in 
the civil war and that seven billion 
dollars whs spent. 
Tic declared that 
amount of money alone would have 
purchased every slave in the South 
at $2000 a piece and that that amount 
of money poured into the lap of what 
ha - been a desolate country would 
have made it a garden spot. 
Dean Rogers recalled that the Unit­ 
ed Stales had never bren attacked. 
but had always been the aggressor in 
the four wars she has had. and they 
have all started from trivial and in­ 
significant causes. 
I lad there been a 
tribunal such as the courts to which 
citizens must appeal, he said, any one 
of the wars could have been averted, 
especially the late < ne with Spain, 
sauce it is not yet known 
whether 
Spain was responsible for the blow­ 
ing up of the Maine. 
Dean Rogers pointed that'ii aa in­ 
dividual should make an arson of 
Iii'' house and be in preparation for 
battle all the time, he would be de­ 
clared insane and arrested. 
Yet, he 
said, when this country is at peace, 
it >is acting more unwisely than such 
an insane man.. 
Ile said the United 
States i.s spending $225,000,000 an­ 
nually to maintain an army and navy, 
75 per cent of all money collected, 
and spending the other one-fourth on 
the civil department. He pointed out 
that this nation is building two bat­ 
tleships a year at a cost of $12,000,- 
000 a piece, and recalled that Ro ose­ 
velt, in his last year, wanted four and 
found for the first time he was not 
master of congress. 
You say we are 
prepared for war, lie added, yet iii 
our 125 years of existence no nation 
has ever attacked us. 
“ I am not going to talk politics,” he 
continued, “but- this Democratic con­ 
gress which said we are not going to 
give money for any battleships this 
year meets the approval of one good 
sound Republican, and I am that Re­ 
publican.” 
Prof. Rogers showed that there is 
no likelihood of war with either China 
or Japan in the light of recent dis­ 
closures. 
He said the world spends 
one billion dollars annually on armies 
and navies. He pointed out that dur­ 
ing the century 300 national disputes 
had been settled by arbitration. 
He recalled that the Czar of R us­ 
sia suggested the first Hague Tri­ 
bunal which met at The Hague and at 
which 22 nations were represented, 
At the next meeting in 1907, 42 of the 
44 nations of the world w^re repre­ 
sented and it was resolved to try for 
an international court 
within 
the 
eight years following, the time for 
the next meeting.

The publication of the Herald was 
discontinued about a year ago. 
No 
One ever knew why. 
The cause has 
at last 
leaked out. 
The preacher- 
editor became disgusted 
with the 
work, largely 
because be 
had 
to 
g ather and write the news, set the 
type aud then operate the hand press. 
Now, thank you. he 
has a 
power 
press and >i me other modern equip­ 
ment. 
Ye Ed.*> constituency 
is in­ 
vited to come and view it. 
But F. 
Wilson best explains the reasons for 
suspending publication, by the follow­ 
ing leading* editorial in the first issue 
under the new regime: 
“With this i>Mie we begin again the 
publication of The Herald, that vis­ 
ited your home weekly for 17 long 
years. 
We will make it our aim, as 
heretofore, to give you all the news, 
not fault finding or quarreling with 
you because of your views or opinions 
as we may have done in the past, but 
ail I owing you the same right that we 
cherish, 
We mean to give you the 
Local news and have the paper out on 
time, giving careful attention that no 
mistakes 'occur. 
A power press and 
other additions have been made to 
our outfit and we give you a cordial 
invitation to come around and inspect 
bur office. 
“We have never been satisfied since 
we suspended publication. It was not 
a case of necessity for The Herald 
was not in financial straits, but had 
always paid and paid well. The truth 
of the matter is that we became thor- 
qurghly discouraged and 
disgusted 
with the labor of operating a hand 
press, but now that cause for com­ 
plaint is eliminated and The Herald 
is in the field to stay. 
Besides no 
other paper can cover this field. Sev­ 
eral attempted it and failed complete­ 
ly. Your hearty support is solicited; 
we must have your patronage and co­ 
operation or we can not hope to make 
flus cheet a success. The Herald is a 
local enterprise and every citizen is 
asked to give rt a boost.” 
The first issue is notable because 
the preacher-editor has started some­ 
thing which lie never tired before. 
The paper is all “home print.” There 
is ii f a line of “boiler plate” in the 
whole i«sae. 
Tt still consists of four 
pages but they are greatly reduced in 


size compared to what they were for­ 
merly. 
The initial issue of the regenerated 
paper is spiced up with some art and 
poetry. 
Ye Ed contributes a couple 
of poems: 
“Those Who W ear tile 
Sash” and “A 
Rural 
Sonnet." 
A 
verse and the chorus of “The Girl I 
Loved in Sunny Tennessee” is print­ 
ed “by request*” 
The paper con­ 
tains some articles concerning the 
early history of Andersonville. 
The 
art includes pictures of Ye Ed., the 
office, the Andersonville 
Christian 
church, the officers of the Anderson­ 
ville camp of Modern Woodmen and 
an interior view* of the print shop. 
The preacher-editor announces a 
policy of retrenchment, declaring “we 
are running the Herald for a liveli­ 
hood—the 
means of 
getting our 
bread and lint ter. 
Therefore do riot 
ask us to credit you for we can not 
do it. 
We need 
money and 
cash 
talks.” 
The Herald is out to retrieve tile 
honor of the town. Ye Ed. sails into 
the old fogies and decries the 
fact 
that Andersonville can not be n - good 
a town as. say Milroy or Glenwood. 
Both 
of these are pointed out as 
ideals. “A few years ago,” lie writes, 
“they 
were 
dirty, 
unpretentious. 


straggling villages, but now they are 
two of the cleanest 
towns in 
the 
State, improved in every way by the 
progressiveness 
of their 
citizens. 
W hat others have done we can do.” 
The Rev. F. Wilson Haler starts 
out on a hot campaign for the I. & 
C. extension from this city by way of 
Andersonville. 
He writes that it is 
“now or never" and publishes the fol­ 
lowing editorial:
